4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record (considered as a whole) neither anticipates nor renders obvious a vacuum 
cleaning head with a turbine driving an agitator and a turbine air inlet, separate from a 
suction cleaning inlet, and a control for controlling the amount of air admitted to the 
turbine to control the rotational speed of the turbine, the control having either a 
moveable part with a recess forming an interior volume being moveable in response to 

a pressure force generated in the interior volume by the flow of air through the turbine or 
a button and flexible diaphragm, the button moveable by a user ad the diaphragm 
sealing the turbine inlet to prevent air from passing through the turbine when in a closed 
position in combination with the rest of the limitations set froth in the independent 
claims.
